To  the  Honorable  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen— In  the  absence  of  the  Street  Commission- 
er, from  illness,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
exhibit  of  the  business  of  this  Department,  during  the 
quarter  ending  March  30th,  1861.  The  whole  amount 
drawn  by  requisitions  upon  the  Comptroller  by  the  De- 
partment since  the  1st  January,  1861,  is  two  hundred  and 
sixty-four  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-one  ro%  dollars 
($264,261.70).  Of  this  amount,  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  thousand  and  ninety-four  rwo  dollars  ($227,094.77) 
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is  provided  for  by  the  tax  levy,  and  thirty-seven  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  sixty-six  ffa  dollars  ($37,166.93) 
are  upon  trust  account,  to  be  reimbursed  by  an  assess- 
ment upon  the  property  benefited  thereby.  For  state- 
ment showing  the  amount  of  each  appropriation  for  the 
year  1S61,  as  passed  by  the  Common  Council,  and  the 
balance  available  on  the  first  of  the  current  year  and 
amount  drawn  upon  the  Comptroller  by  requisitions,  and 
amounts  paid  by  him  without  requisitions  from  this  De- 
partment— see  statement  marked  Appendix  A ;  and  for 
full  details  as  to  particular  objects,  and  statements  of  as- 
sessment lists  delivered  to  the  Collector  of  Assessments, 
and  amounts  paid  by  him  to  the  City  Chamberlain,  and 
returned  uncollected  to  the  clerk  of  arrears — see  Appendix 
B.  For  the  amount  of  work  done  and  vouchers  for  pay- 
ment issued  therefor,  I  respectfully  refer  your  Honorable 
Body  to  the  reports  of  the  heads  of  the  several  bureaux  of 
this  Department,  herewith  transmitted.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  Street  Improvements  reports  the  amount  of 
work  done  in  his  bureau  since  the  1st  January,  1861, 
eighty-one  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty  dollars 
($81,130.33).  Eetained  for  excess  of  inspection,  for  70 
per  cent,  payments,  and  amount  heretofore  paid,  forty-six 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-seven  ff-0  dollars 
($46,837.30),  leaving  amount  drawn  for,  thirty-four  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  ninety-three  £-00  dollars  ($34,293,03). 

In  the  Bureau  of  Wharves,  Piers  and  Slips,  sixty- 
seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  .-/o  dollars 
($67,126.68). 

In  the  Bureau  of  Roads,  seven  thousand  six  hundred 
and  seventy        dollars  ($7,670,48). 
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In  the  Bureau  of  Lands  and  Places,  four  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  sixty-nine  fifa  dollars  ($4,969.27). 

In  the  Bureau  of  Lamps  and  Gas,  eighty  thousand  and 
ninety-eight  M  dollars  ($80,098.32). 

In  the  Bureau  of  Repairs  and  Supplies,  forty-three 
thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty  ^  dollars 
($43,380.36). 

In  the  Bureau  of  Deputy  Superintendent  Repairs  and 
Supplies,  eighteen  thousand  one  hundred  and  twelve  -f0\ 
dollars  ($18,112.53). 

In  the  Bureau  of  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, eight  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-six  nro  dollars 
($18,566.17). 

On  the  1st  January,  1861,  there  remained  in  the  hands  of 
the  Collector  of  Assessments  five  hundred  and  twenty- 
one  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-one  Jfo  dollars 
($521,551.78).  Since  that  time,  there  has  been  placed  in  his 
hands  for  collection  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  and 
ninety  rob  dollars  ($150,090.44).  During  this  quarter,  he 
has  paid  over  to  the  City  Chamberlain,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-six  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-six  jflft  dollars 
•  ($126,146.28),  and  returned  to  the  Clerk  of  Arrears  forty- 
three  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-nine  iVo  dollars 
($43,569.47),  leaving  in  his  hands,  to  be  accounted  for,  five 
hundred  and  five  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
i^-o  dollars  ($505,539.22).  As  the  Tax  levy  has  not  yet 
passed  the  Legislature,  confirming  the  appropriations  made 
by  your  Honorable  Bodies,  this  Department  has  confined 
itself,  as  nearly  as  possible,  to  the  balances  of  appropria- 
tions on  hand,  January  1st,  1861,  incurring  no  expenses 
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that  were  not  indispensably  necessary  for  carrying  on  the 
business  of  the  corporation.  The  Department  is  annually 
placed  in  an  embarrassing  situation  in  this  matter.  The 
charter  expressly  forbids  expenses  to  be  incurred  in  ad- 
vance of  the  appropriations ;  these  appropriations  are  never 
made  until  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  fiscal  year  has  ex- 
pired, and,  consequently,  the  whole  machinery  of  the  City 
Government  must  either  be  brought  to  a  stop,  or  the  heads 
of  the  executive  departments  must  assume  the  responsi- 
bility of  setting  aside  the  law. 

The  result  is,  that  not  only  these  officers,  but  the  whole 
community,  become  familiarized  with  a  systematic  viola- 
tion of  law,  under  the  extenuating  plea  of  necessity,  and 
when  this  course  is  once  inaugurated,  it  is  next  to  impossi- 
ble to  fix  a  limit  to  such  irregularities,  while  the  annoy- 
ances arising  from  the  consideration  of  these  cases  add  se- 
riously to  the  labors  of  the  Department.  A  change  of  the 
fiscal  year  to  the  1st  of  May  would  speedily  provide  a 
remedy  for  these  evils,  which  are  so  vexatious  and  burden- 
some in  their  present  effects,  and  so  much  to  be  feared  in 
their  future  extension. 

Permit  me,  in  conclusion,  to  again  call  your  attention  to 
the  suggestions  made  in  former  reports  from  this  office, 
and  to  the  reports  of  the  superintendents  of  the  several 
bureaux  of  the  Street  Department,  relating  to  matters 
deserving  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Bodies.

Sir — In  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  your 
circular  letter  of  the  19th  instant,  I  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  operations  of  the  Bureau  under  rny  charge, 
for  the  first  quarter  of  the  present  year.  As  the  tax  levy 
passed  by  the  Common  Council  for  the  year  1861,  has  not 
as  yet  received  the  sanction  of  the  Legislature,  it  is  im- 
possible for  me  to  say  what  amount  of  work  I  will  be  able 
to  do.  Thus  far,  it  has  been  confined  to  what  was  strictly 
necessary  to  keep  the  roads  in  passable  condition.  The 
roads  in  their  present  state  are  better  this  spring  than 
they  have  been  for  years  previous,  though  not  near  as 
good  .as  they  should  be,  or  as  I  should  like  to  have  them. 
I  would  take  this  occasion  to  recommend  that  Blooming- 
dale  and  Kingsbridge  roads  be  repaired,  and  portions  of 
the  same  macadamized. 

The  Third  avenue  is  now  in  very  bad  condition,  and 
there  ought  to  be  something  done  with  it;  in  my  judg- 
ment, it  should  be  paved  to  Sixty-fifth  street,  and  if  that 
be  done,  I  believe,  I  can  keep  the  portion  of  the  same 
above  Sixty-fifth  street,  in  fair  condition.

Sir — In  compliance  with  the  request  contained  in  your 
circular  of  the  29th  instant,  I  herewith  transmit  a  summary 
of  the  business  done  in  this  bureau  during  the  first  quarter 
of  the  present  year,  ending  March  30th,  1861,  together 
with  the  amount  of  certified  vouchers  drawn  by  me  dur- 
ing the  present  quarter,  on  account  of  the  appropriation 
for  Lands  and  Places,  for  1860,  remaining  unexpended  at 
the  commencement  of  the  year  1861. 

Battery  Park. 
I  have  had  men  employed  in  repairing  and  grading  the 
walks  with  good  sand  and  foundry  ashes  well  mixed,  also 
in  removing  the  decayed  trees,  and  are  about  planting  a 
variety  of  shade-trees. 

Bowling  Green. 

I  have  caused  the  decayed  branches  to  be  taken  off  the 
trees,  the  shrubbery  trimmed,  the  railing  repaired,  and  the 
park  put  in  good  order  generally. 

City  Hall  Park. 
In  this  park  I  have  had  men  constantly  employed  in 
grading  and  making  new  walks  with  good  sand  and  foun- 
dry ashes  well  mixed.  I  have  had  all  the  decayed  branches 
taken  off  the  trees,  the  flagging  around  the  Hall  of  Records 
relaid,  the  curb  reset,  and  the  park  generally  put  in  the 
best  possible  condition. 
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Washington  Park. 
This  park  is  in  good  condition  ;  the  shrubbery  has  been 
trimmed,  the  decayed  trees  have  been  removed,  and  we 
are  about  planting  a  variety  of  shade-trees. 

Tompkins  Park. 
This  park  is  in  fair  condition,  the  decayed  trees,  both 
inside  and  outside  the  park,  have  been  removed,  and  we 
are  about  repairing  the  walks  and  drains,  when  the 
weather  permits;  also  in  placing  more  seats,  and  planting 
a  variety  of  shade-trees.  In  this  park  there  is  a  railing 
very  much  needed  around  the  fountain,  otherwise  the 
shrubbery  which  is  planted  there  will  be  soon  destroyed. 

Union  Park.

Sir — In  compliance  with  the  directions  contained  in 
your  circular  letter  of  the  19th  instant,  I  herewith  trans- 
mit my  report  of  the  business  of  this  Bureau,  for  the  quar- 
ter ending  March  31st,  1861. 

On  entering  upon  the  duties  of  this  office,  on  the  1st 
instant,  I  received  from  Mr.  William  Gayte,  my  predeces- 
sor, the  following  books,  pertaining  to  the  Bureau,  giving 
him  the  usual  receipts  therefor,  viz. : 

One  appointment  book, 

Two  complaint  books, 

One  resolution  book, 

One  order  book, 

Two  letter  books, 

One  time  book, 

One  contract  book, 

Five  ledgers, 

Three  journals, 

One  voucher  book, 

One  material  book, 

Three  letter  copying  books, 

One  abstract  book, 

One  lamp-post  book. 
Also,  sundry  vouchers,  papers,  documents,  &c. ;  all  in 
good  condition. 

From  the  books  of  the  office  I  find  that  there  had  been 
an  unexpended  balance  from  the  appropriation  for  the 
year  1860,  of  seventy  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
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two  dollars  and  eighty-six  cents  ($70,152.86),  which 
amount  had  enabled  the  more  important  business  of  the 
bureau  to  be  conducted  during  the  first  two  months  with- 
out falling  in  arrears.  I  find,  also,  that  expenditures  had 
been  incurred  and  paid,  during  the  months  of  January  and 
February,  of  sixty-eight  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-three  dollars  and  seventy  cents  ($68,793.70),  leav- 
ing a  balance  on  March  1st  of  one  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty-nine  dollars  and  fourteen  cents  ($1,359.14), 
with  but  one  outstanding  claim  against  the  bureau  for 
work  ordered  by  my  predecessor. 

I  find  that  the  New  York  and  Harlem  Gaslight  Compa- 
nies are  both  lighting  the  public  lamps  in  their  respective 
districts  under  the  terms  of  their  old  contracts,  which 
expired  some  time  since,  and  have  never  been  renewed, 
and  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Common  Council  has 
repeatedly  been  called  by  the  reports  and  recommenda- 
tions of  the  former  Superintendent  of  this  bureau,  and 
which  I  will  also  take  this  occasion  to  renew.  The  con- 
tract with  A.  &  G.  Brandon,  for  repairing  and  reglazing 
the  public  lamps,  expired  on  the  second  day  of  January 
last,  since  which  time  the  work  has  been  done  by  Mr. 
George  Brandon,  in  accordance  with  an  arrangement  en- 
tered into  between  himself  and  Mr.  Gayte.  A  new  con- 
tract, however,  has  been  awarded  to  Mr.  Brandon,  to  keep 
in  repair  and  reglaze  all  the  public  lamps  in  the  city,  for 
one  year,  and  to  furnish  one  thousand  new  lamps,  to  re- 
place those  worn  out  and  not  deemed  fit  to  be  repaired, 
for  the  sum  of  five  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
dollars  ($5,175)  :  the  confirmation  of  the  same  has  passed 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
Committee  on  Lamps  and  Gas  of  Board  of  Councihnen. 
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The  contract  with  Hugo  V.  Ungelter,  for  one  thousand 
cast-iron  lamp-posts,  dated  December  14th,  1860,  was 
completed  on  the  26th  day  of  January  last ;  the  whole 
number  having  been  furnished,  and  delivered  by  him,  as 
follows :  To  the  Harlem  Gaslight  Company,  at  their 
Works  foot  of  One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  street,  East 
river,  four  hundred  and  fifty;  to  the  Manhattan  Gaslight 
Company,  at  their  works  foot  of  Eighteenth  street,  North 
river,  four  hundred  and  fifty  ;  and  one  hundred  at  the 
Corporation  Yard,  at  197  Chrystie  street.  The  total 
amount  of  the  contract  was  seven  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  ninety-four  dollars  and  ninety-seven  cents, 
($7,494.97). 

The  contract  with  Hugo  V.  Ungelter,  for  one  thousand 
lamp  irons,  and  drilling  and  tapping  the  cross-heads  for 
the  same,  is  still  in  operation  ;  none  of  the  lamp  irons  have, 
however,  as  yet  been  delivered.  The  contract  with 
Alexander  Brandon,, for  one  thousand  gas-lamps,  has  been 
assigned  to  George  Brandon,  the  work  is  still  in  progress, 
three  hundred  of  the  lamps  having  been  furnished  to  this 
date. 

On  referring  to  the  very  full  and  elaborate  reports  here- 
tofore rendered  from  this  Bureau,  I  find  that  several 
necessary  recommendations  have  from  time  to  time  been 
made  therein,  to  the  Common  Council.  The  ordinance  for 
the  preservation  of  the  public  lamps,  as  introduced  by  the 
report  of  December  31st,  1860,  with  the  addition  of  a 
section  for  the  preservation  of  the  glass  street  signs,  has 
been  adopted  during  the  present  week,  and  approved  by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  March  27th,  and  I  have  no  doubt 
that  by  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  many  of  the  evils 
formerly  complained  of,  will  now  cease. 
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By  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  this  Bureau,  or  in 
compliance  with  resolutions  of  the  Common  Council,  gas 
mains  have  been  laid,  and  lamps  lighted  during  the  quarter, 
as  follows  : 

The  Manhattan  Gaslight  Company  have  laid  mains  in 
Fifth  avenue,  west  side,  from  Forty-ninth  to  Fifty-fourth 
street.

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I  would  here  call  your  attention  to  the  embarrassment 
experienced  in  the  prosecution  of  contracts  for  alterations

New  York,  July  1st,  1861. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Common  Council; 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  the  charter,  and  ordi- 
nance of  the  Common  Council,  I  have  the  honor — in  the 
continued  absence  of  the  Street  Commissioner  from  illness 
— to  report  the  state  of  this  Department,  and  the  public 
business  connected  therewith,  for  the  quarter  ending  June 
30th,  1861.  Since  my  last  quarterly  report  made  to  your 
Honorable  Bodies,  on  April  1st,  the  Legislature  have 
authorized  the  raising  of  money  by  tax,  covering  the 
several  amounts  appropriated  by  the  Common  Council  to 
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defray  the  expenses  of  the  city  for  the  year  1861,  with 
some  exceptions  hereafter  noted,  and  I  am  therefore 
enabled  at  this  time  to  give  a  correct  statement  of  the 
several  appropriations,  drawn  upon  by  this  Depart- 
ment. 

Requisitions  have  been  drawn  by  this  Department 
upon  the  Comptroller  for  the  quarter  amounting  to  the 
sum  of  four  hundred  and  ninety-five  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-three  jVq  dollars.  Of  this  amount 
$384,955.52  is  drawn  upon  Tax  Appropriation,  and 
$110,927.79  upon  Trust  Account,  the  latter  to  be  reim- 
bursed by  assessment  upon  the  property  benefited 
thereby. 

For  statement  showing  the  amount  of  each  appropria- 
tion for  the  year  1861,  as  passed  by  the  Common  Council, 
the  balance  available  on  the  first  of  the  current  year, 
amount  authorized  by  the  Legislature,  amount  drawn 
upon  the  Comptroller  by  requisitions,  and  amounts  paid 
by  him,  wuthout  requisitions  from  this  Department, 
see  Appendix  A. 

For  full  details  and  statement  of  assessment  lists  de- 
livered to  the  Collector  of  Assessments,  amounts  paid  by 
him  to  the  City  Chamberlain,  and  returned  by  him  uncol- 
lected to  the  Bureau  of  Arrears,  see  Appendix  B. 

The  reports  of  the  Superintendents  of  the  several 
Bureaux  of  this  Department,  giving  a  full  exhibit  of  the 
public  business  done  by  them  respectively,  together  with  a 
statement  of  all  vouchers  drawn,  is  herewith  transmitted. 

I  respectfully  refer  your  Honorable  Bodies  to  the  same, 
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and  ask  your  attention  to  the  several  recommendations 
made  therein. 

The  Superintendent  of  Street  Improvements  reports 
the  amount  of  work  done  in  his  bureau,  for  the  past 
quarter,  as  amounting  to  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty-six  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  firQ  dol- 
lars ($156,267.49).  Thirty  per  cent,  retained  on  the 
same,  is  forty-nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-one 
nft,  dollars  ($19,731.10).  And  the  amount  of  vouchers 
drawn,  is  one  hundred  and  six  thousand  five  hundred  and 
thirty-six        dollars  ($106,536.39). 

In  the  Bureau  of  Wharves,  Piers,  and  Slips  there  has 
been  work  done,  and  vouchers  drawn  in  payment  therefor, 
during  the  quarter,  to  the  amount  of  thirty-five  thousand 
four  hundred  and  ninety-eight  iif0-  dollars  ($35,498.27). 

In  the  Bureau  of  Roads,  twenty-eight  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  six  dollars  ($28,706.56),  including  work 
done  on  contracts  of  Second  avenue  macadamizing,  and 
working  Eleventh  avenue  as  a  country  road. 

In  the  Bureau  of  Lands  and  Places,  ten  thousand  and 
seventeen  Jfc  dollars  ($10,017-/0%). 

In  the  Bureau  of  Lamps  and  Gas,  one  hundred  and 
fourteen  thousand  one  hundred  and  twelve  ^  dollars 
($114,112  AAo). 

In  the  Bureau  of  Repairs  and  Supplies,  sixty  thousand 
six  hundred  and  eighty-one  f-0\  dollars  ($60,6S1.2S). 

In  the  Bureau  of  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Repairs 
and  Supplies,  forty-four  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety  ffo  dollars  ($44,890 ^h). 
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In  the  Bureau  of  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, twenty-seven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty- 
three  iVo  dollars  ($27,983^). 

I  transmit  herewith  list  of  all  contracts  made  by  this 
Department  during  the  first  and  second  quarters  of  this 
year,  showing  the  names  of  contractors,  title  of  work,  and 
the  amount  of  each  contract. 

On  the  first  of  April  there  remained,  in  the  hands  of  the 
Collector  of  Assessments,  lists  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  and  five  thousand  five  hundred  thirty-nine  firo 
dollars  ($505,539 nr0).  Since  that  time  there  has  been 
placed  in  his  hands  for  collection  lists  amounting  to  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  thousand  six  hundred 
and  eighty-two  M  dollars  ($169,682 M)-  During  the 
quarter  he  has  paid  over  to  the  City  Chamberlain  two 
hundred  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six  ^  dollars 
(SSOOjSOef/o),  and  returned  to  the  Bureau  of  Ar- 
rears twenty-seven  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
ffa  dollars  ($27,368 xVb) ;  leaving  in  his  hands  to  be  ac- 
counted for  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  forty-eight 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight  fifa  dollars 
($448,878^). 

I  beff  leave  at  this  time  to  call  the  attention  of  your 
Honorable  Bodies  to  the  subject  of  a  revision  of  the  grades 
of  the  streets  in  certain  portions  of  the  city,  which  was  laid 
before  the  Common  Council  by  communications  from  this 
office  under  dates  of  November  10,  1S59,  and  September 
11,  I860. 

The  established  grades  were  made  to  conform  to  the  old 
Harbor  Commissioners'  Line,  which  was  considerably  out- 
side the  line  adopted  in  1857.  As  the  grades  in  the  upper 
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part  of  the  city  are  generally  descending  towards  the  river, 
the  consequences  of  this  change  is  a  precipice  of  ten  or  fif- 
teen feet  in  height  at  the  foot  of  each  of  these  streets. 

The  regulation  of  these  streets,  in  several  instances,  has 
been  ordered  by  your  Honorable  Bodies,  but  has  been  de- 
layed by  this  Department,  because  it  would  entail  a  heavy 
expense  upon  the  property  owners,  and  when  completed 
would  not  give  available  access  to  the  river.  As  costly 
buildings  are  now  in  process  of  erection  in  that  part  of 
the  city,  which  would  render  a  change  of  grade  at  a  later 
period  a  matter  of  serious  damage  and  expense,  the  sub- 
ject of  a  general  revision  of  these  grades  at  an  early  day  is 
urgently  called  to  your  attention. 

I  would  also  respectfully  notify  your  Honorable  Bodies, 
that,  as  yet,  no  grades  have  been  duly  established  on  Elev- 
enth and  Thirteenth  avenues  between  Fourteenth  and 
Twenty-sixth  streets.  A  resolution  to  remedy  this  defi- 
ciency was  transmitted  to  the  Common  Council  on  the 
4th  February,  1861,  for  which  your  favorable  considera- 
tion is  requested. 

The  ordinance  defining  the  powers  of  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner, relative  to  the  repairing  of  flagging,  was  found  to 
be  ineffectual  for  want  of  power  to  compel  a  compliance 
with  his  notices,  and  a  draft  of  an  ordinance  was  submitted 
by  this  Department  for  your  consideration  on  June  9th, 
1859,  with  a  view  to  correct  this  evil.  Should  it  be  favor- 
ably acted  on,  it  will  greatly  facilitate  the  business  of  this 
office.

and  twenty-seven  cents  ($35,498.27). 

Of  this  amount,  the  sum  of  twenty-Jive  thousand  four 
hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars  and  twenty-three  cents  has 
been  expended  for  dredging  slips  in  the  North  and  East 
Rivers, 

Miscellaneous  vouchers  for  labor,  materials,  inspection,

Sir — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  contained  in 
your  circular  letter  of  the  17th  instant,  1  herewith  submit 
report  of  the  business  of  the  Bureau  under  my  supervi- 
sion, during  the  second  quarter  of  the  year  1S61,  ending 
30th  June  instant. 

Eastern  Division :  The  work  done  on  the  different 
streets  and  avenues  is  as  follows,  viz. :  Macadamizing 
Third  avenue,  between  80th  and  92d  streets,  on  both 
sides  of  rail-track  ;  repairing  and  macadamizing  the  greater 
portion  of  the  same  between  109th  and  118th  streets  ; 
on  125th  street,  between  3d  and  5th  avenues ;  86th 
street,  from  3d  avenue  to  avenue  A,  is  now  permanently 
macadamized,  and  from  that  point  to  the  East  River  be- 
ing worked  as  a  country  road,  and  now  in  fair  condition. 
On  numerous  other  streets  and  avenues,  small  sums  have 
been  expended.  Considerable  quantities  of  prepared 
stone  remain  in  this  division  at  different  localities,  conve- 
nient to  be  used  for  macadamizing  various  points,  when 
and  where  required. 

Work  done  on  Western  Division  is  as  follows,  viz. : 
Broadway,  between  51st  and  57th  streets,  repaired  with 
gravel  and  lime-stone  chips;  Bloorningdale  Road,  repaired 
from  59th  to  106th  street,  and  macadamized  from  106th 
to  116th  street,  and  repaired  from  116th  to  144th  street, 
with  chips  and  gravel.  Kingsbridge  Road  is  being  mac- 
adamized, and  will  be  finished  in  a  few  days.    The  bridge 
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and  old  road  leading  from  Kingsbridge  Road  to  West- 
chester county,  both  in  bad  condition,  have  been  repaired 
with  lime-stone  chips ;  also  several  parts  of  the  road  from 
Kingsbridge  to  Tubby  Hook  have  been  put  in  good 
repair.  Manhattan  street,  from  Broadway  to  10th  avenue, 
has  been  graveled.  8th  avenue,  from  125th  street  to  the 
dam,  has  been  attended  to,  and  also  Harlem  lane.  A  num- 
ber of  culverts,  some  of  which  have  not  been  repaired  in 
ten  years,  have  been  taken  up  and  put  in  proper  condi- 
tion; also,  155th  street,  from  10th  avenue  to  the  old  Post 
Road.  10th  avenue,  repaired  with  lime-stone  chips. 
About  700  cubic  yards  of  broken  stone  remain  on  hand, 
prepared  for  macadamizing  Bloomingdale  Road,  conven- 
iently located.  On  a  number  of  the  streets  and  avenues  in 
this  division,  as  well  as  the  eastern,  a  considerable  amount 
in  small  sums  has  been  expended. 

Amount  of  appropriation  for  roads  and  avenues  for  the 
year  1861,  is  fifty-five  thousand  dollars  ($55,000),  of  which 
five  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  -nrV  dollars 
($5,275.27)  was  expended  during  the  first  quarter  ending 
31st  March  last,  leaving  balance  unexpended  of  forty-nine 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-four  -r0\  dollars 
($49,724.73),  of  which  has  been  disbursed  during  the  quar- 
ter just  ended,  twenty-four  thousand  six  hundred  and  fif- 
teen nr0  dollars  ($24,615.52),  leaving  balance  of  appro- 
priation unexpended  twenty-five  thousand  one  hundred 
and  nine  rih  dollars  ($25,109.21). 

The  balance  of  appropriation  for  macadamizing  2d 
avenue  above  61st  street,  was  on  termination  of  first  quar- 
ter of  1S61,  eleven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety- 
six        dollars  ($11,796.16).  Eighty-four  dollars  ($84.00) 
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have  been  disbursed  during  the  present  quarter ;  balance 
available,  eleven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twelve  jV(T 
dollars  ($11,712.16).  The  balance  of  appropriation  for 
11th  avenue,  working  as  a  country  road,  was  on  the  1st  of 
January,  1S61,  fifteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
one  nro-  dollars  ($15,921.65),  no  expenditure  of  which 
was  made  during  first  quarter ;  the  amount  disbursed 
during  present  quarter,  is  four  thousand  and  seven  yj^  dol- 
lars ($4,007.04),  leaving  eleven  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
fourteen  fifo  dollars  ($11,914.61),  available. 

The  amount  of  outstanding  bills,  including  monthly 
pay-roll,  ending  29th  instant,  will  probably  sum  up  to 
nearly  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000).

together  with  the  amount  of  certified  vouchers,  drawn  by 
me  during  the  same  period,  on  account  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  Lands  and  Places,  for  1861. 

battery  park. 

This  park  is  now  occupied  as  a  camp  by  the  volunteer 
regiments  of  the  State,  and,  for  this  reason,  is  in  a  very 
bad  condition ;  all  the  stakes  which  were  placed  around 
the  grass-plats,  to  keep  people  from  walking  on  them, 
having  been  pulled  up,  and  all  the  young  trees  which  I 
had  planted,  are  destroyed. 

BOWLING  GREEN. 

In  this  park  I  have  had  some  trees  planted,  the  shrub- 
bery trimmed,  and  every  thing  put  in  the  best  possible 
order. 

CITY  HALL  PARK. 

The  lower  end  of  this  park  is  now  occupied  as  a  bar- 
racks by  the  volunteer  regiments.  A  part  of  the  fountain 
has  been  converted  into  a  bathing  place  for  the  soldiers.  I 
have  had  the  walks  repaired,  and  graded,  where  necessary, 
with  good  foundry  ashes.    The  upper  end  of  the  park  is 
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in  fair  condition,  but,  on  account  of  the  number  of  tents 
which  are  strewn  around,  it  cannot  be  kept  in  very  good 
order.

Sir — In  compliance  with  your  circular  letter  of  the 
17th  inst.,  I  herewith  transmit  my  report  of  the  work 
done  and  expenditures  incurred  in  this  Bureau,  for  the 
quarter  ending  June  30th,  1861. 

In  Appendix  A,  you  will  find  an  abstract  of  all  vouchers 
certified  by  me  during  the  quarter.  In  Appendix  B,  you 
will  find  a  statement  showing  the  amounts  paid  for  gas, 
&c,  to  the  various  police  stations,  public  offices,  &c,  and 
for  fitting,  repairing,  and  lighting  public  lamps,  &c.  And 
in  Appendix  C,  a  statement  of  expenditures,  as  shown  by 
the  certified  vouchers  of  this  Bureau,  showing  an  amount 
certified  during  the  quarter,  of  one  hundred  and  fourteen 
thousand  one  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  and  sixty-four 
cents  ($1 14,112 xVo),  with  bills  unpaid  amounting  to 
thirty-three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-six  dol- 
lars and  sixty-three  cents  ($33, 72614m>)j  leaving  a  total 
balance  available  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents 
($277,215 nfo),  against  which  there  are  no  claims  or  lia- 
bilities whatever.
